CDBAT HER Bartholomew 
de Cafas, bithop of 
 Chiapa, has given us 
a ve meélancholy 
eS celation of the num- 

erous ci velties and ravages com 
mitted by Pedrarias,who reduced 
thefe provinces under the domi- 
nion of the crown of Spain. ~ 
There landed (fays the Bithop) 
in Terra Firma, iu the year 1514, 
a milchievous governor, who not 
only wafted and difecrles the 
fea coaft, but plundered and ra- 
vaged large realms and countries, 
murdering: infinite numbers of 
people, from - ‘Darien to the pro 
winog of Nicaragua, hing up-

wards of 1500 milrs, full of people, 
governed by feveral princes, and 
great lords,in their re(pective ter- 
ritories, who were pofell d of 
more gold than any princes upon 
the face ofthe earth at that time. 

This governor, and his ofticers, 
every dav invenied new tor- 
ments, to make the Indians dif- 
cover their gold. Some they 
racked, others they burnt by in- 
ches, til] they expired in tor- 
ménts, 

Pédrarias, and his faee>ffors, 
did not defiroy lefs (in thar go- 
vernment only) than 8¢0,006 
pecple, and plundered the coun: 
try Of feveral millioasol gold.

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The rett of Terra Firma, or the 
north part of South America, 
f:om Daiien to the river Orono- 
que, was fubdued by privare ad- 
venturers at thcir own charges 
Every one begged a certain ex 
tent of count y of the court of 
Spain, and ufed the natives as 
they ‘houghte fit, rava.ing and 
plundering the feveral countries, 
and murdering or inflavicg the 
miferable inhabitants, who were 
able to make bur litte refiltarice. 

Thole who reduc d Santa Mar- 
tha, perfectly depopulated a 
country which was be! ore crown. 


ed with people for the fpace of} 


420 leagues. Nor were they 
content with barely maflacriny 
thefé miferabic people, but fo 
tortured and oppieiled thole 
that furvived, that they chete 
death rather than to live under 
the tyranny of the Spariard:. 

The Bithop adds that they had 
¢arried into flivery two millions 
ef people fiom the coalt of Gui- 
nei, or new Andalufia, many of 
whom perithed at fea for want 
of provifions, and the reit in the 
mines and the pearl-filheries. 
On this coaft they deflreyed 
many thoufands, by compelling 
them to dive for pearl beyoud 
their tirength, 

in the province of Venezuela, 
(though the people readily fub 
mitted tothe Duich aad German 
adventurers fent thither by 
Ciarles V. and treated them 
with all the poodnef$ and hofpi- 
tality imaginabic), they deltroy- 
ed four millions of fouls, and up- 
wards; and molt of their princes 
and great men were racked and 
tortured wll they expired, to 
make them diicoverthe gold 
thele favage Chritiians iulpected 
they had concealed. 

That the greateft princ® of 
this country, waimed Bogatas 











(from whom the capira) city was 
ufterwards called Santa Fe de 
Bogata), was tortured by the gee 
neral for feveral months, to make 
him. difcover his gold and emes 
ralds; whe, in hopes of being 
rleafed from his tormcnts, pro- 
mifed to furnifh them with a 
houfe fallof gold ; and difpatch- 
ing expreffes to every part of his 
‘dominions, brought in a prodigi- 
ous quantity : but the houfe be- 
ing not qui-e filled, he was ftill 
racked and tottured to make 
him produce more ;. which being 
impoflible, he expired in tor- 
ments under the hands of his mer- 
cilefS perfecutors. 

it was a common, thing to cut 
o1 the hands and nofes o! men 
and women in iport, and give 
them to their dogs. 

They kept pack’ of great maf- 
tiffs, on purpofe to hunt and 
tear in picces the indians, Is 
was an ordinary thing. to kill an 
indion without any offence piven 
them ; and to .Jend a brother 
Spaniard a quater of a man, as 
they would lend a neighboura 
quarter of pork er mutton, to 
teed. their dogs, promifing to ree 
turn it in kind when they killed, 
aflave. Others wonld go out a, 
hunting for Indians, with their, 
dogs, as they would hunt beatts, . 
and boaft of their having killed, 
twenty orthirryin a day ; which’ 
fact, how monitrous foever, ap- 
peared to be true by the teftimo- 
ny of numbers of witnefles, on 
the trials of caufes in the courts 
of Spaiu, between the feveral ad-. 
venturers, who frequently fell 
cut about the limits of their re. 
{pective provinces, the diltiibuti-. 
on of the natives, aud the relt o 
their plunder ; and in thofecon- 
tefts the truth, frequently came 
out. s 
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Good Errects of SILENCE. 


ee p Ne tore is defervedly confi 
' dered as the fafeft way of be. 
haviour in him who has reafon 
to be diffident of himfelf. The 
Romans having -requefted the 
Athenians to communicate to 
them the laws which Solon had 
formerly prefcribed for them, the 
great council of Athens affembled 
on thig account. It was refolved 
to fend to Rome one of the Sages 
of Greece, to know whether the 
Romans were worthy by their 
wifdom to receive thofe laws ; 
with orders, if shey were not, to 
bring them back without com 
municating them. This refolu- 
tion was not fo fecret, but the 
Roman Senate were apprized of 
it. They were, however, great 
ly embarraffed, becaufe at this 
time Romé was fo deftitute of 
able philofophers and learned 
rien, that few or none were fup 
pofed equal to a Sage of Greece. 
The queftion was therefore to 
' find fowe expedient for extricat- 
ing themfelves out of this em 
barraffment. The Senate could 
not find a better than oppofing a 
fool to the Greek philofopher ; 
that, if chance made the fool pre. 
vail, che glory of Rome would be 
the greater by it, as that a tool 
_ of Rome had confounded a Sage 
' of Greece ; and if the latter 
triump.ed, Athens could derive 
no great advantage from having 
ftopped the mouth of a fool of 
Rome, The Athenian Ambafla- 
dor, being arrived at Rome, was 
conducted to the capital, where 
had been placed, in an apart- 
ment richly fnrnithed, a fool 
feated in an armed chair, drefled 
like a Senator, and who had re 
ceived a ftri@ prohibition againit

ever. The Athenian had bee 
previoufly informed, that this, 
Senator was very learned, but 
that he was a man of exceeding 
few words; fo that the Athenian,’ 
at entering, without faying any: 
thing to him, lifted up one of 
his fingers. The fool, believing 
that this was a threat to pat out 
one of his eyes, and remember-: 
ing that he was forbid to {peak, 
lifted up three of his own fia- 
gers, with the defign to fignify 
thereby, that, if the Greek in- 
tended to put out an eye, he, 
on his fide, would put out two, 
and by the third finger would 
ftrangle him. The philofopher, 
who, ia raifing his finger, had 
intended to be anderftood, that 
there is but one firit being who 
governs all, believed, that the 
three fingers which the fool had 


raifed, were for fpecifying, that’ 


in God, the patft, the prefent, 
and to come, are the fame thing; 
and he therefore judged that he 
muft be a very learned man. He 
afterwards opened his hand, 


and, thewing it to the fool defigue: 


ed to exprefs by it that nothing 
was hidden from God ; but the 
fool, taking this fign as if he 


threatned to give hima flap with’ 


it, prefented to the philofopier 
his fift, to let him know, that for 
a {up he would treat him with 


filty cuffs. The Greek, oa the’ 


contrary, already prevented in 
favour of the fool, fancied that 
he meant, by this gelture, that 
God holds the univerfe ia his 
hand, and, confequently judging 
that the wifdom of the Kgmaas 
mutt be very profound, he readi- 

ly granted them: Solon’s laws.

RiNCESrarely come at truth 

becanie they do not feek it 
with care. Thofe about them 
eonfpire to hide it from them, 
becaufe their intereft lies in their 
miitakes, and they are combined 
With thofe who find their profit 
in blinding their eyes; or that 
they are afraid of trufting a fe- 
erect to his prudence, upon which 
they cannot rely ; thefe 
Jaft confidesations refirain the 
tongues of men of fenfe. Thus 
Psinees rarely hear any thing 
profitable, right, or falutary : ail 
the ideas which are prefented to 
them are falfe, good and evil 
change their names in their pre- 
fence ; the moft feducing dif- 
courfes are fortified with the 
moft feducing examples; all the 
avenues leading to truth are hut 
up, the prince contributes to de- 
ceiving nimfelf, and others are 
obliged to leave him in his error. 

How fhoulda prince, who con 

fults none but his minifters and 
courtiers, avoid thofe {nares laid 
for him, by a kind of confpiracyof 
thofe in the fi: (t employments,whe 
are cbligedio keep termswith one 
another, in order to conceal from 
him what he ought to know ? In 
fpight of their private jealoufies, 
their fecret hatreds, and little 
juterefis, they will unite to en- 
profs allairs, and confine all fa- 
yours to themfelves ; fo that 








they -keep him a kind otf prifon- 
er within that narrow circle 
where they have enclofed him. 

A man of honour might, pers 
haps, be able to break this plot 
againit the liberty of his matter ; 
but princes, whofe heads are full 
of nothing but high ideas of their 
own Mojetty, fancy it is below 
them to make friendhhip among 
their own fubjects: They require 
refpect, and will difpenfe with 
every thing «lfe. They litle 
think how much they lofe by be- 
ing intrenched within their 
grandeur, and cut off from all 
communication with the reft of 
mavkind. They fometimes do 
not knew that they want friends; 
the pomp which furrounds them 
covers this fecret want ; they 
take thofe for their friends who 
are only fo to their fortune ; and 
they fancy themfelves to be the 
object of that croud of fyco- 
phants about them, who love no- 
thing but themielyes, who can 
adore grandeur, while they def- 
pile the man that wears it, 
Thofe princes who have be(t un- 
derftood the nature of true gran- 
deur, have known that nothing 
is of fo much value as the pat- 
jeffion of a true friend, fincere 
when he commends, refpectfol 
when he finds fault,--the fame 
under all changes.

ties or bodies of peopic fo formed,

impera ;---a doctrine iminediate- 
ly fubverfive of that tranquil, 
harmonious UNION fo eniphati- 
cally enforced by the royal 
pfalmift above pointed to: and 
indeed experience, fatal experi- 
ence, willin a moment convince 
us, that divifions and ob‘tinate 
d fferences in judgment and opi- 
nion, can have no other tenden- 
cy than to promote dilturbance 
to fociety, and anarchy and com- 
fufion, wherever fach turbulen- 
cy of fpirit is found to prevail. 
Should any foreign power, 
from breach of faith, or folema 
treaties, perfidioufly prefume te 
break ia upon fuch public tran- 
quility ; that ftrength of cxiog 
i thus beg leave to enforce oa 
our juft remembrance, will, I 
hope, eternally bafile their at- 
tempts, and convince them that 
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Great Britain is invulnerable, 
while her fubjects continue 
united.

HERE cannot well be a 

fjurer proof of the great 
degeneracy of mankind than 
what occurs to us from confider- 
ing the very different influences 
which vice and virtue have over 
their refpective votaries. Cicero 
obferves that the commonwealth 
in his time, was more ftrongly 
attacked by the vicious and def 
perate, than defended by the 
virtuous and good : and the like 
has often been obferved in all 
ages and countries, where there

has been any real proof of the 
difpofitions and characters of 
men. The man who fromany 
private views to deftroy and ruin 
his country, will facrifice every 
regard to truth and honefty to 
execute his bafe cefigns, re- 
fufesno fatigues, or bardthipy, 
nor even heeds the flings of con- 
fcience if he can but accomplith 
his purpofes ; while they who 
fincerely 1egard the intereft of 





their finking country, look upos 
life as‘a cold comfort, and 
efteem 
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efteem their blood but a final! 
facrifice in defence of their 
liberties. 

It isthe character of the preat- 
ef and belt of beings that he 
ats ** not by partial but by ge. 
neral laws”. His goodnefs is not 
tonfined to a fmal! part; but “ his 
tender mercies are over all his 
works.” And the man who tru 
ly loves his country, whofe large 
foul dilates itfelf over the whole 
community of which he is part, 
withing its happinefs, promo'ing 
its welfare, and willingly fub- 
jecting his other ii:terefts to it : 
This man is the imitator and the 
friend of God ! What great 
and manly actions : What gener- 
ous and noble deeds might not be 
expected of that man to whom 
fach a character does really and 
juitly belong ? How can the 
mind, filled with this noble ardor: 
fhrink ac danger, or be overborn 
with a flight oppofition, or pre: 
Vented from accomplihing its 

nerous defigns by any drfficul- 

ies, which eafily overcame the 
fordid, felfith, vicious man ! 
Yet we fometimes fe men after 
‘appearing tranfported with the 
Yove of their country and the 
hatred of it’s enemies ; after 
making the higheft profeflions, 
and the faireft, thow for a long 
time :.We fee them forgetting 
their former zeal, forfaking their 
country’s intere(t, and wiling, 
to be branded with the odious 
and infamous ftigma of traitors 
and hypocrites for the fake of 
mere nominal honour whichevery 
“honeft man truly defpifes. Some 
indeed would take it amifs, to 
have their love to their country 
queftioned, but though they are 
not really in league with it’s 
enemies, yet if they are ftupid- 
ly unaffected in times of its 


moft imminent dinger, the¥ 
do not difcovera due regard 
pto their councry’sintereft Their 
own employments or pleafures 
enprofs their whole time ahd at- 
tention, when their duty’ cls 
them to defend the community, 
in which their own intere(t is 
neceffarily involved Theft Con- 
fuler fenators, fays Cicero, in one 
of his E,iftles, mitid nothing 
bat ‘their pools and fifth ponds, 
as if they could be faved in the 
pefieral rnin. Shall we fay that 
public fpirit has no’ exiltence 
but in the imaginations of mor- 
alifts and ; hilofuphers ? Far be 
it-—public fpirit is grace in po- 
liticks, which though it may be 
counterfeited, and _ pretenfions 
may be made to it, by thofe who 
are really deftitute of it, is yet 
a living active principle, bring- 
ing forth the moft noble fruits. 
It is ne. intended here to cenfureé 
and condemn all men as hypo- 
crites who make pretenfions to 
this virtue ; but to think and 
fpeak well of thofe who talk 
and act well: But as no man it 
endowed with the pift of dif: 
cerning fpirits, and therefore the 
real character of any man can- 
not infa'libly be known ; ir is 
beft to preferve a jea'cufy, and 
truft no man too for ; for it is 
certainly too great a rifque te 
venture the falvation of a coun- 
try, on the faith of any who will 
mortgage their confciences for 
the fecurity of favours, cr even 
trn{t it to thofe who at one time 
will make the moft folemn pre- 
feflions of regard to the intereft 
of their country, and in an hour 
of cool confieracion can feal the 
deftruction of a kingdom and 
country, however repugnant te 
their molt folemn profedlions.

Of the Perfecutions in the Reign of Queen MARY. 


HEN Mary, daughter to 
King Hensy the eighth, 
game to the crown of Enyland, 
fhe endeavoured by all means to 
root out the proteitant religion, 
andreftore popery. For this pur 
pofe,by the advice of fome of her 
bifhops fhe ufed great feverities 
again the protettants, caufing 
them te be imprifoned,and there- 
after burnt. It would be two 
tedious to give an account of all 
that fuffered for religion in her 
reign, but the moft confiderable 
of them were as follows. 

Rogers and Hooper, two emin- 
ent preschers, the latter bifop of 
Gloucetter, were convened be. 
fore the bifhops, and refufing to 
become papi is, weve declared ob- 
flinate ‘hereticks, and ordered to 
be degraded and delivered inte 
the fherilf’s hands. On the 
fourth day of February, Mr 
Rogers was led to the ftake in 
Smithfield, where he was nor fuf- 
fered to make any fjreech to the 
people. He repeated the fifty firtt 
pfalm, and then fitted himfelf 
for the ftake. A pardon was 
brought him if he would recant, 
but he chofe rather to {nbmit to 
that fevere but (hort punifhment ; 
fo the fire was put to kim, which 
foon confumed him to afhes. 

Hooper was cartted to Glow 
celter to be burnt, at which he 
was much rejoiced,in hopes b» his 
death, to confirm their faith, 
over whom he had been former 
ly placed S$ me perfuaded him 
to axcept the queen’s mercy, fince 
lif. was fweat, and death bitrer ; 
but he anfwered, that the death 
which was to come wis more 
bitter, and the hife tliat was 





to folloy much more {weet 
On the ninth of February,he was 
led to execution, wher>, being 
denicd leave to fpeak, but oaly 
allowed to pray ; in the ftrain of 
his prayer he declared bis belief. 
Then the queen’s pardon being 
thown him, he defired them io 
take it away. He prayed ear- 
neftly to God for ttrength to en- 
dure his torments patiently, them 
undreffed himfeif, and embraced 
the reeds. He was faftened to 
the ftake with iron chains, and 
the fire put to him, but the wood 
being green, burnt but flowly, 
and the wind blew away the 
fl»mes from the reeds. He pray- 
ed often, O Je/is,thou fon of David, 
hawe mercy on me, and receive my 
fowl ! and called to the people, 
for the love of God, to bring 
more fire, for the fire was burn- 
ing his lower parts, but did not 
reach his vitals. The fire was 
increafed, but the wind {till blew 
it away from reaching up to hin, 
fo that he was long in torments, 
The laft words he ws heard to 
utter, were, * Lord Jefus receive 
my fpirit !’ One of his hands 
dropped off before he died, with 
other he continued ftriking upon 
his breatt,and in all was near 
taree quaters of an hour bur+ 
ning. 

N-xt to thefe, Me Sanders was 
condemned, and fulfered at Co- 
ventry. When he was led to the 
(tske, @ pardon was offered to 
him, but he fhid he never would 
retro& the principles he had 
learned and taught fom the 
holy Bible. When he came to 
the flake, he embraced it, ond 
faid, Welcome the crof. of Chrit, 

welcoms 
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welcome everlafting life ! and 
then was burnt 

Next him foilowed Dr. Taylor. 
When he was brought to the 
ftake, he told the pcople he had 
tangh:thenr nothing but God's ho- 
ly word,and was now come to fal 
the truth of his doctrine with his 
blocd. Asthe faggots were lay- 
ing about bim, one threwa fag- 
gotat his head; but all he faid, 
was, friend, I have harm engugh, 
what needs that? This happened 
on the ninth of Febraary, in the 
year. of our Lord, one thoufand 
five hundred and fif y five. 

Bradford was alfy condemned 
at the fimetime but his ex-curi 
on was refvited ; and ofier the 
condemnation of thefe men, fix 
ethers were apprehended fur 
herefy. By this, Gardiner, who 
wasa mighty premptor to thef 
perficutions, faw* that what he 
expected -did not follow.’ He 
thought a few fevere iniftances 
would have turned the whole na 
tion, but findisg himfelf difap 
pointed, he wouid act no more 
in their condemaation, but left 
it wholly to bithop Bonner, who 
undertook it chearfully, being 
naturally favage and brutal, and 
retaining deep refentments for 
what had befsllen bim in King 
Edwatd’s time. 

The whole nation was amazed 
at thefe violent and cru! pro- 
ceedings, and was terrified at the 
burning men only for their con- 
fciences, without any other thing 
f> much as pretended againtt 
them ; fu that now the fpirit of 
the two religions thewed itfeif. 
In King Edwiard’s reign, the pa- 
pitis were only put out of their 
benefices, or at moit imprifoned, 
and of thofe there were few in- 
flances : but now barbarous and 
iahaumane perfecutions muft be 





raif-d, only for their opinions, 
After fome intermiflion, Thomas 
Tomkins was burnt in Smithfield 
for denying the corporal pre- 
fence in the facrament. The 
next that fuflered was one Wil- 
liam Blunter of Brentwood, an 
apprentice nineteen years old ¢ 
Bonner offered him forty pounds 
(terling if ke would change, but 
that not prevailing, he was cons 
demned and burnt. After the 
execution of many others, Brad- 
ford, who had beer condemned 
before, was at length brought to 
the ftake, with oue’ John Leafe, 
an apprentice, Bradford took a- 
faggot in his hand, and killing ir, 
exprefled great joy in bis fufler. 
ings ; but the theriff not allow- 
ing him to fpeak tothe people, 
he embraced ° his fellow-fuff-rer, 
praying bim to be cf pood com- 
fort, for they thould fop witht 
Chrift that night. His lift-words 
were, Strait is the gate, and narrow 
is the way which leadeth unto life, 
and few there be that find it, 
it would be tedious to give a 
particular account of the many 
who fuffered upon this occ :fion: 
pailing therefore the rett, we 
fhall mention thefe three martyrs, 
Ridley, Latimer and Cranmer, 
Ridley was bifhop of London, 
and Latimer bifhop of Worcetter. 
They fuffered together at Ox- 
ford § When they came to the 
ftake, they embraced one ano- 
ther with great afficiion ; Rid- 
ley frying to Latimer, ‘ Be of 
good heart, brother, for God will 
either aflwage the fury of the 
flame, or enable us to endure it.” 
Latimer faid to Ridley, * Be of 
good comfort, we fhall this day 
light fuch a condle in Englind, 
asi truft, by God’s grace, fhalb 
never be put out.” Thus died 
thefe two excellent men ;. thig

i the early ages of the world, 

as is well known to thofe who 
are verfed in antient traditions, 
when innocence was yet untaint- 
ed, and fimplicity unadalterat. 
ed, mankind was happy in the

the approach of laffitude, who was 
known by her funk cyes, and de- 
jected countenance. 
forward trembling and groaning: 
at every p'oan the hearts of ail 
thofe that beheld her lolt their 
courage, their nerves Mickened, 
their hands thook, and the iniira- 
ments of labour fell from their 
grafp. 

Shocked wich this horrid phan- 
tom the: retle&ed with repret on 
their eafy compliance with the 
foiicitations of labour, and bepan 
fo with again for the polden 
hours which they remembered to 
have pafled under the reign of 
reft, whom they refolved again 
to vifit, andto whom they intend. 
ed to dedicate the remaining part 
of their lives. Keft had not left 
the world ; they quickly found 
her, and to atore for thei form- 
er defertion, imvited ber to the 
enjoyment of thofe acquifitions 
which labour had proeu:ed them.

She came - 
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hitherto inhabited, and entered 
into palaces, repofed herfelé in 
alcoves, and tlumbered away the 
wiater upon beds of down, and 
the fummer iu astificial grottos, 
with caicades playiug before her.

again to JaLeur, bY whom thy 
were indeed promedted from fsu- 
ety, but delivered up in time io 
lufhiude, and forged by her io 
the bowers of ielt, 

Thus rett and labour equally 
perccived their reigu of a hort 
duraion and uncertuim tenore, 
aud their empire liable to inredes 
irom thoie who wece alike ene- 
miestobouh. They exvch found 
Neir dubjects unf.ai.bful,end reas 
dy to defert them upon every 
opportunity. Labowr faw the 





riches whicuhe had give always 
carsied away 28 an offering to 
reft, and reit found her vot«rics 
in every cXigence fiyjag from 
her to beg help of labour. They, 
therefore, at Jait dete mines up- 
on an interview, ia which chy 
agreed todivide the wosid bee 
iween them, and goverp it aher- 
nately, allotting ‘he dominion 
of the Jay to one, and th.t of 
the piphi te the ether, and pre 

mifed ta guard the frontiers of 
each oihe:, ja that, whenever 





hollsliicg were agteupiccd, sasce 
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ty thould be intercepted by Ia- 

bour, and laffitude expelled by 
reft. Thus the antieat quarrel 
Was appeaied, and as haired is 
often fucceeded by its contrary, 
reft afterwards became pregnant 
by labour, and was delivered of 
health, abenevolent poddefs,who 





confolidated the union “of het 
parents, and contributed to the 
re polar viciflitudesof their reign, 
by difpenfing her gifts to thofe 
only who thared their lives in 
jatt proportions betweenreft and 
labour.

UT the lacein picces, and 

(having feparated the thread 
from it by which ic was fewed to 
the garment) tie it up in a Jinen 
cloth, and bojl it in foap lyes, di- 
luted with water until you per 
ceive ic is diminifhed in bulk, 
which will take up but a little 
time, unlefs the quantity of lace 
be very confiderable, Then take 
out the cloth and wafh it feveral 
times in cold water, fqueezing it 
pretty hard with your foot, or 
beating it with a mallet, to clear 
it of the foap lye; then untic 
the cloth, and you will! have the 
metallic part of the lace pure, 
and no where altered in colour, 
or diminihed in weight, 

This method is abundantly 
more convenient and lefs trou 
blefome than the common way 
ef burning,-and as a imal] qvan- 


tity of “the lye will be futhcient, 





the expence will be trifling, ef- 
pecially as the fame lyé may be 
ufed feveral times if cleared of 
the filk by caicination. It may 
be done in either an iron Or cope 
per yeile]. 

The lye may be hed at afy 
foap boiler’s, or it may be made 
very cheap of pearl afh and quick 
lime boiled together in a fatice 
ent quantity of water.

For the encouragement of piety and 

virtue, and fer preventing and 

punifhing of vice, profanity aud 

tmmerality. 

N humble imitation ef the leu- 

dable example of our molt gra- 
cious (overeipn Ceorgethe thud, 
who in the Grit year of his reiga 
was pleaféd to iflwe his Royel 
proclamation for the encourage- 
ment of piety and virtuc, and fer 


“preventing of ‘vice and iemmor 


ality, in which he declares bis 
royal purpofe to punifh all per- 
fons guilty thereof ;and wpoa 
all occafions to beftow marks of 
his royal favour on perfons di- 
tinguithed for. theic piety and 
virtue ; 

I therefore ,by and with the ad- 
vice of his Majcity’s Comncil, pub- 
lith this proclamation, exhorting 
all his Majetty’s fubjeds to avoid 
all hy pocrify, fedition,licentiouf- 
nefi, and all other immoralities, 
and to have a grateiul fenfe of 
all God’s mercies, miking the 
divine laws the tule of thee 
conduct. 

I thereforecommand all Judges, 
Juftices, Sheriffs, and other OF 
ficers, to ufe their utmott endea- 
vors to enforce the Jaws tor pro~ 
moting religion and virtue, aad 
reftraining all vice and {edition ; 
and I earneftly recommend to 
ill wrinilters of the gofprl that 
they be vigilant and. active ia 
inculcating a due fulhmidion to 
the laws of God and man ; and 
Lexhort all the people of this 
province, by every teams in theic 
power, to contribute what zhey 
can towards a general reforma- 
tion of manners, reftitution of 
peace and good ®rder, and a pro 

per 
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per fubjedion to the laws, as they 
expect the blefling of Meaven. 

And I do further declare, that 
in the difpofal of the offices of 
boner and trutt, within this pro- 
vince, the fupporters of true re- 
ligion and good government thall 
be confidered as the fitteft objects 
of {uch appointments.

On hisreturn fiom 
the ftraignts and bry which bear his maine, he mad« the 
firft difcovery of Hudfon's tiver and went up as far as 
Aurania (Albany) or neartoit. The Dutch, a few years 
after, built a fmall houfe or fort there for the fake of 
trade, pretending no title tothe country. It has been 
obferved, that the Eaglih whocaime to New Plimonth 
intended in 1620 to have fettied there. Noglect«d by 
the Englith court, the Dutch began a fettlement foon af 
ter.

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‘Tr is humbly defired that your Lordfhips 
would be pleated to order thefe things following : 


1. THar the patent for the plantation of the 
Maffachufets-Bay may be revoked, and that all 
thefe who have any other grants within any of 
the provinces, whether thcy have planted or not 
upon any part of the fame, yet they fhall enjoy 
their lands, laying down their jura regalia, if they 
had any, and paying fome reafonable acknow- 
ledgement as freeholders to the Lord of the pro- 
vince of whom they are now to take new grants 
of their faid lands; and in eafe any of their lands 
fhall be found, having exorbitant bounds, to have 
been unlawfully obtained, they fhall be reduced 
toa leffer proportion, as may be fit for the grant- 
or who is undertaker, under the direction of Sir 
Ferdinando Gorges.

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4- THAT there is offered to your Lordthips con- 
fideration the building of a cicy for the feat of the 
governor ; unto which city forty thoufand acres 
of land may be allotted befides the divifiens above 
mentioned. And that every one, who is to have 
any of thefe provinces, fhall be at the charge of 
fending over with the governor ten men, towards 
the building of the faid city, wherein every fuch 
adventurer fhall not-only have his fhare of the 
trade and buildings, but alfo fhall have all other. 
fruit of the ten men’s labour fent as aforefaid. 


MoREOVER, there is humbly dedicated, to the 
foundation of a church im the faid city and main- 
tainance of clergymen to ferve in the faid church, 
¥0,000 acresof land near adjoining to the faid 
city.” 


THE petition to the King was of this form : 
«€ May it pleafe your Majefty, 

“ Ir is humbly defired by the Duke of Lenox, 
«* &c. ancient patentees and adventurers in the

A copy of fome grant or agreeinent concerning 
one of the provinces to Capt. Mafon was fent over 
figned Lenox, Hamilton, Arundel and Surry, Car. 
lifle, Stirling, Edward Gorges, Ferd. Gorges. At- 
teftel by Thomas Maydwell, Not. Pub. it has 
been faid, that the Marquis of Hamilton and the 
Earl of Stirling both, obtained the like inftra- 
ments, and it is poflible all the others might al- 
fo. It is not material, at this day, whether they 
did or not. It is certain, that above an hundred 
years are paft, and no poffeffion t:ken, or improv- 
ments made by them or their affigns in confe- 
quence thereof; and all the territory is either 
included in other grants, fome made before this 
furrender, by the council itfelf, and fome made 
‘fince by the crown, or has been purchafed of the 
natives, which, if done dona’ fide, fo far as refpetts

Tw the year 1636, Mr. Vane was chofen gover- 


wor, Mr. Winthrop deputy governor, and Mr. 


Harlakenden, who came in the fame fhip with. 
Mr. Vane, was added to the affiliants. The peo- 


ple of the colony very early difcovered that they 


were not without difpofition to novelty andchange- 
It was not merely out f policy to encourage 
others, that they tookearly notice of fuch as came 
over from yearto year. Befides this motive, they 
were eafily captivated with the appearance only 
of wifdom and piety, profeflions of a regard to li- 
berty and of a ftrong attachment to the publie 
intereft. Mr. Haynes, who feemed to ftand moft 
in the way of Mr. Winthrop, had left the colony 
and was fettled at Conned¢ticut, and Mr. Win- 
throp would have had a good profpect of recover 
ing his former fhare of the people’s favour, if Mr- 
Vane’s grave, folemn deportment, although he was 
not then above 24 or 24 years of age, had not en- 
gaged almoft the whole colony in bis favour.
